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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant sets forth in 
lines 1-2 "a first baby stroller" and "a second baby stroller", then in line 3 sets forth again "a first 
and second baby stroller". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Redmond et 
al. (US Patent 4,805,938) in view of Perego (US Patent 4,354,689). Redmond et al. discloses a 
convertible tandem baby stroller having a first baby stroller with a coupling thereon for 
removably joining a second baby stroller thereto (See Fig. 3), comprising the first and second 
baby stroller each having a child-carrying compartment supported by a frame, said frame having 
left and right, front and rear frame members, each of said frame members having ground 
engaging wheels thereon to permit the baby stroller to be rolled about and means for coupling 
(10a) said baby strollers together whereby the front of the first stroller can be secured to the rear 
of the second stroller and operated as a single stroller and then the first and second strollers can 
be disconnected from each other and each operated as individual strollers. Redmond et al. does 
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not specifically disclose each frame member having first, second and third transverse apertures 
therein wherein said first, second and third frame apertures are spaced along said frame members 
with said first frame aperture being closest to the ground and said third frame aperture being the 
furthest from the ground. Perego discloses providing frame members having first, second and 
third transverse apertures (See Figs. 2-3) and spaced along said frame members. At the time of 
the invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in this art to provide the 
frame members disclosed in Redmond et al. with first, second and third transverse frame 
apertures as taught by Perego. The motivation for doing so would have to allow the frame 
members to be vertically adjustable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-8 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
claim 2 requires the first and second coupling members each have a first operational position and 
a second stowed position wherein said first and second coupling members can be moved from 
said first operational position to said second stowed position.
